AUBURN 14-CLEMSON 0. 


Auburn defeated Clemson 14 to 0 in 
her first real game of the S. I. A. A. sea¬ 
son. The Clemson Tigers had confident¬ 
ly expected to defeat Auburn and since 
Auburn also expected to defeat the Tig¬ 


ers from the up-lands then the game re¬ 
solved itself into a bitter contest. 

The advantage lay with Auburn from 
the kickoff and soon afterward Cangh- 
man got away on an end run for an eigh¬ 
ty yard run to touchdown, and immedi¬ 
ately kicked goal. This placed the game 
on ice insofar as Auburn was concerned 
and Auburn stuck to old style, straight 
football, using only one formation. In this 
manner she rushed the ball down the 
field where Prendergast took it over for 
a touchdown on a play off tackle. 

Through the carelessness of the Au¬ 
burn backs in handling a Clemson punt, 
Clemson got the ball well into Auburn’s 
territory and were given a chance to 
score. The Auburn line held tightly and 
threw Clemson for losses on every down, 
forcing them to attempt a dropkick 
which only missed goal by inches. Two 
other times Clemson got within kicking 
distance of the Auburn goal but the Au¬ 
burn linesmen hurried Harris up so that 
his kicks went wild. 

The Auburn team was not forced to re¬ 
sort to any of its open formations but 
depended entirely upon the success of 
its straight football tactics to score two 
touchdowns. Quarterback McMillan fea¬ 
tured for Clemson with Caughman, Hairs¬ 
ton and Prendergast playing leading roles 
for Auburn.

AUBURN 7-FLORIDA 0. 


Auburn encountered Florida in the 
second game of her season and before the 
game was over she realized that she had 
encountered something quite beyond the 
usual Florida team. In fact, Florida 
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came to Auburn prepared to give the Tig¬ 
ers the fight of their lives and hoping 
to capture the contest and thus surprise 
Auburn. They did surprise Auburn, in 
so far as their defense was concerned, 
hut on the offense they had no more 
chance to score than that they could 
hope for some strange power to enable 
them to make a remarkable run through 
the major portion of the field to the Au¬ 
burn goal line for the Auburn defense 
kept Florida constantly in her terri¬ 
tory. 

Auburn’s offense was considerably be¬ 
low form. Of course it was expected that 
DuGote would be unable to play, but most 
everyone held out hopes of seeing Hairs¬ 
ton in the contest. With Hairston out 
the backfield efficiency is lowered at 
least twenty-five per cent, even with the 
versatile Steed replacing him. But the 
worst blow came when it was announced 
that Williamson, who had been tutored 
from the beginning to take Kearley’s old 
stand at left was ineligible because of his 
having played ’varsity ball at the Uni¬ 
versity of North Carolina. This news 
was broken to the coaches on the eve of 
the game with Florida and in a desperate 
effort to fill the hole Coach Donahue 
moved C. C. Robinson to the vacancy and 
Campbell replaced him at center. 

Campbell was passing poorly and the 
Auburn backs were fumbling frequently; 
in fact the combination was not working 
at all. In the second half Steed took the 
stand at left end and featured. There 
was no more long distance gaining 
around his side. Adkins replaced Steed 
and led good interference for the backs, 
though of course this combination was- 
nothing like the Hairston-Prendergast 
pair. 

Thompson and Ramsdell did nice work 
on the offense for Florida and Sparkman 
was the stellar defensive performer. 
Steed performing in a double role show¬ 
ed his versatility and performed remark¬ 
ably well. There was little else deserv¬ 
ing of praise, though the improvement 
shown by Fricke at guard, Sample at 
tackle and Bonner at end were very en¬ 
couraging. Wynne performed with his 
old time vigor, but is still considerably 
off in weight.

DR. T. H. FRAZER ELECTED DEAN OF 
THE MEDICAL SCHOOL OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA. 


Dr. Tucker H. Frazer, ’78, a widely 
known and greatly respected alumnus of 
Auburn was recently elected Dean of the 
Medical School of the University of Ala¬ 
bama. After graduating from Auburn, 
Dr. Frazer entered the teaching profes¬ 
sion and later returned to Auburn to be¬ 
come Commandant of Cadets. In 1888 be 
graduated from the Medical School at 
Mobile and in 1891 returned to that in¬ 
stitution to become Demonstrator of An¬ 
atomy and Professor of Physiology and 
was later elected to the chair of obstet¬ 
rics, which he still holds. His rise 
has been synonymous with the growth 
of the college, and his election as 
Dean came as a reward for services well 
rendered and conscientiously performed. 

Though his work carried him into oth¬ 
er educational fields he still holds dear 
the memory of companionships formed 
and lessons learned in Auburn and in re¬ 
ply to a letter of felicitations from the 
Alumni of Auburn he said: “I shall al¬ 
ways love and cherish my Alma Mater, 
and in accepting the duties of the Dean- 
ship of the School of Medicine I trust 
that I may in a measure reflect credit up¬ 
on the Alumni of Auburn.” 

Dr. Frazer is a member of the Mobile 
County Medical Society, the Alabama 
State Medical Association, a member of 


the executive board of the National Red 7 
Cross Society for Alabama, delegate to 
the International Tuberculosis -Congress 
at Washington, I). C., also to the Clinical 
Congress of Surgeons of North America 
and president of the Mobile branch of the 
Y. M. C. A. 

The Mobile Tribune under an article 
headed “Entire State Endorses Dr. T. H. 
Frazer” said in part: 

“This city is to be congratulated on 
its possession of Dr. Frazer as dean of 
its medical school and as a citizen. His 
life has been one filled with noble effort, 
ever courageous in defense of the right- 
active in promoting the good and welfare 
of the city, and fearless in all efforts 
seeking the suppression of vice and evil 
-—a kindly, upright, just and God-fearing 
citizen, a scholarly gentleman, and a 
credit to the city and the state.

FORMULATING U. S. DEFENSE PLANS. 

Dr. Miller Reese Hutchinson, ’97, Chief 
Engineer in the Edison Laboratories, 
has for a long while been considered Edi¬ 
son’s right hand man in all of his many 
projects. In substantiation of this we 
were recently told of Hutchinson’s work 
in perfecting the Edison Storage Battery.. 
Thus when Edison was elected on the 
Naval Consulting Board it was expected 
that Hutchinson would appear with him. 
This was proven when in effecting or¬ 
ganization Mr. Edison was chosen chair¬ 
man and M. R. Hutchinson assistant tc>- 
the chairman. 

Edison’s valuable* suggestions were■ 
adopted by the unanimous passage of a 
set of resolutions drawn up by him.. 
These suggestions related to the size,,, 
management and location of the great 
Government Research Laboratory which- 
he proposed. 

During the meeting of the Board a 
great many of the members wondered at 
the manner in which Mr. Edison presid¬ 
ed over the meeting despite his deafness. 

This was explained in the following 
dispatch which appeared in the New 
York Sun under date of October 11thr 
“Thomas A. Edison, chairman of the new 
Naval Advisory Board, told his friends 
today how it happened that, despite his 
deafness he was able to preside over the 
meetings of the Board in 'Washington 
last week without embarrassment. Most 
of them had been wondering how it was 
possible for Mr. Edison io hear the dis¬ 
cussions by members of the board. 

Mr. Edison let them ink the secret by 
explaining that it was due to a little wire¬ 
less telegraph system in which Dr. Mil- 
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ler Reese Hutchinson, Chief Engineer of 
The Edison Laboratories, was the opera¬ 
tor. J)r. Hutchinson and Mr. Edison are 
both experienced in the use of the Morse 
code and during the session of the board 
Dr. Hutchinson sat beside Mr. Edison and 
with his fingers ticked off the substance 
-of the discussions and motions, some- 
dimes upon Mr. Edison’s knee and at oth- 
«arr times on his wrist at the rate of thirty 
words a minute.
